Section 64424 (a)(1), Title 22, of the CCR in states in relevant part:

(1) For a water supplier that normally collects one or fewer routine
samples per month, a repeat sample set shall be at least four

samples for each total coliform-positive sample.

STATEMENTIOF FACTS

The River Ranch Camp W.S. (Water System) is classified as a transient non-
community water system and is required to collect one roqtine bacteriological water
sample each month. In the event that a routine bacteriological sample is positive for
total coliform, the Water System is required to collect four repeat samples. On
January 19, 2015, the Water System collected a routine bacteriological sample thaf
resulted in a positive for total coliform, but did not collect four repeat samples within

twenty four hours.

DETERMINATION
The Division has determined that the Water System violated Section 64424(a)(1),
Title 22, of the CCR, in that the Water System did not collect four repeat samples

following a positive total coliform routine sample in January of 2016.

DIRECTIVES

The Water System is directed to take the following actions:

1. Comply with Section 64424(a)(1), Title 22, of the CCR in all future bacteriological

monitoring.

2. Within 30 days of the issuance of this Citation, notify all persons served by the
Water System of this violation as required by Section 64463.4 and Section 64465,
Title 22, of the CCR. Notification shall be completed in accordance with each of

the following:

a. Provide the notice contained in Attachment ‘A’ by posting in
conspicuous locations throughout the area served by the water system.
Changes and/or modifications to Attachment ‘A’ shall not be made

unless approved by the Division.

3. Complete and return Attachment ‘B’ “Certification of Completion of Public
Notification” form within 10 days of giving public notice. A copy of the notice used

to provide public notification shall be attached to the form.

The Division reserves the right to make such modifications to this Citation as it may
deem necessary to protect public health and safety. Such modifications may be

issued as amendments to this Citation, and shall be deemed effective upon issuance.

Nothing in this Citation relieves the Water System of its obligation to meet the
requirements of the California Safe Drinking Water Act, or of any regulation, permit,

standard, or order issued or adopted thereunder.
